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SIX LIVES LOST 


IN LENOX FIRE 


Buildings In Business Sec-- 


tion Reduced to Ruins 


ONE ENTIRE FAMILY DEAD 


Conflagration Believed to Have Been 


Started by 
Spontaneous 
Combus- 


tion In Hardware Establishment In 


Which Dynamite, Oils, Paints and 


Varnishes Were Stored—Fire Prac- 
tically Unchecked For Long Time 


Lenox, Mass., April 12.—Six peo- 


ple lost their lives, three others were 
badly burned and a property loss of 
nearly $300,000 was caused in a fire 
in the heart of the business section 
of this town oarly Sunday. Pour busi- 
ness blocks, two dwellings and two 
other structures were destroyed in a 
section bounded by Franklin, Main, 
Hoosatonic and Church streets. 
The 


fire is believed to have started in the 
Clifford 
building from spontaneous 


combustion. 


A veritable sleeping volcano was 


beneath the slumbering occupants of 
the Clifford building, where the loss 
of life occurred. 


This volcano was suddenly let loose 


as the result, It is supposed, of spon- 
taneous combustion, 
and within a 


few seconds huge masses of flames, 
fanned by .a stiff northwesterly gale, 
were roaring through the building and 
spreading on to adjacent structures. 
..The old firetrsp burned like tinder 
and the hurriedly-awakened tenants 
fled through smoke and flames, seek- 
ing outlets of safety. 
Some reached 


the outer air with, a scorching—six 
perished in the raging furnace. 


Among those who lost their lives 


in the flames were the memb'ers of 
an entire family, father, mother and 
child. It was the most disastrous fire 
in the history of Lenox, and the worst 
Berkshire has experienced 
in fifty 


years. 
.,-. Plans are now under way to rebuild 
the business section and at a special 
town meeting during the week the in- 
habitants of Lenox 
will 
formulate 


building restrictions to prohibit the 
erection of such fire traps as were de- 
stroyed Sunday. 
';-The town will also undertake to or- 
ganize a fire department with suitable 
apparatus. 
Had it been so equipped 


before the flre, there would probably 
have been no loss of life. 


Seventy-five pounds 
of 
dynamite 


stored in the Clifford hardware estab- 
lishment in the Clifford building is 
believed to have caused the first ex- 
plosion, which was heard 
for six 


miles around. 
Oils, paints and var- 


nishes were also In the piace. 
. The flames were first discovered by 
George Root, who lived in the upper 
floor of the Clifford building;, and who 
had a sensational escape 
with his 


mother and 
his 
brother, 
Walter. 


Horace TIrrell, an electrician, 
car- 


ried his sick wife to safety through 
smoke and flames, often having to 
grope on his knees with his burden in 
Ills arms.

International Law—Ex-President of 
Venezuela Is Carried From Hotel at 
Fort de France on a Mattress and 


Forcibly Put Aboard a Vessel 


Fort de France, Martinique, April 


12.—Prior to his being taken aboard 
the steamer Versailles for deportation 
to France, ex-President Castro pre- 
pared a written protest against tbe 
action oC the 
French 
government, 


which has been submitted to the au- 
thorities here. Ii reads as follows: 


CIPRIANO CASTRO. 


"I hereby protest against the actior 


of the French authorities of Martinique 
in having me put, by force, on board 
an out-going vessel: First, becausa I 
was ill at the time and because the 
act imperilled my life; second, be- 
cause I have committed no offense 
against -the government of France and 
the authorities of Martinique during 
the time that I was permitted to re- 
main on that island; and, finally, be- 
cause the decree of expulsion which 
orders my deportation out of French 
territory compels me to take passage 
aboard a vessel which will again land 
me on French territory. . 


"Moreover, 
these 
considerations 


aside, the case constitutes a breach of 
International law and a denial of the 
rights of individuals. 
That such a 


thing should have come to pass in the 
land which saw the birth of-Josephine 
and from which came the inspiration 
and prestige of liberty, and at the 
hands of a people who shed their blood 
by torrents hardly a century ago tc 
maintain unimpaired the rights and 
prerogatives oE man, is inconceivable. 


The ex-president said, just before 


the sailing of the Versailles, that if 
he was at liberty when he arrived at 
St. Nazarie, he would immediately 
proceed to Spain to take passage for 
Santa Cruz. Tenerlffe. 
Castro added 


that he was leaving his brother Car- 
m.elo here for tbe purpose of receiv- 
ing mail which he expects to be foi- 
warded from Trinidad and Venezuela.

Unskilled Labor Much In Demand In 


That Country, 


The scarcity of skilled artisans In 


Chile • exceeds that 
iu 
the 
Halted 


States and the wages that are being 
paid far eclipse- those In practically 
all craftsman lines In England. .It.is 
asserted that ordinary "crow-bar ana 
shovel laborers," or unskilled labor- 
ers as they would be known in this 
country, receive four and five dollars 
per day. Carpenters and masons earn 
an average of seven dollars per day, 
while gas-fitters and pilumbers re- 
ceive seven, to ten dollars per day. 
Even with these extreme prices tlie

adequate and

Discovery of Gunpowder. 


The Chinese have long bson credit- 


ed with the invention oi gunpowder, 
but Professor E. 0. Yen Lippinaau. 01 
Halle, IIE.S collected evidence to indi- 
cate that this Is a mistake and tii^'. 
ihe Arabians did not, as commonly 
stated, introduce gunpowder into Eu- 
rope during the eighth and ninth 
centuries. 
Professor Yon Lippraanu 


believes that the manufacture of the 
first gunpowder was based upon the 
'•Flre-boolt" of Marcus Graecus, which 
appeared in Constantinople about the 
middle of the 
thirteenth 
cenn:ry.

Roger Bacon, Albertus Magnus and 
Thomas Aquinas derived tbeir knowl- 
edge o£ gunpowder.

Cracks in Building Stons.,-.. 
. 


Almost everybody knows tuc rule cf 


tbe masons that.stone used in build- 
ins should be--so placed t{iat it will 
lie as it lay in its natural bed when 
quarried. 
But Francis W. Hoyt, in 


i!ie Engineering News, says that this 
familiar rule is not always to be de- 
pendad upon and needs In many cases 
to be supplemented with other i>re-' 
oantiocs. There are three planes of 
fracture known to quarryrnen. 
Tlie 


"rift7' is the direction in which the 
stci:e splits most easily, the "grain" 
lhat which is next easiest;, the "head" 
that which offers tbe greatest resist- 
ance. In a paving block the two sides 
represent the rift fracture, the top 
and bottom the grain and the ends the 
head. 
But in a quarry Uie natural 


bed is sometimes considered incline;! 
to ihe plane of the rift; hence the 
imperfection of the ordinary rule for 
placing the stone in building. 


Early Worship in Australia. 


The first place of worship in West- 


ern Australia was unique in two re- 
spects—the materials, of which, it wa: 
built and also the several purposes tc 
which it was devoted. TJiIs re~.a:-;;- 
able building was made al Penh by 
soldiers shortly after their lirst ar- 
rival ini 1S29 and was composed al- 
most entirely of bullrushes. In addi- 
tion to its use on Sundays for divine 
wcrs;ilp it occasionally served as an 
amateur theatre in the week and dur- 
ing the whole time as a barracks. 


London's Unclean Food. 


At the annual meeting of the In- 


corporated Society of Medical Officers 
of Health in London, Dr. Newman, a 
borough 'medical officer, said there was 
evidence that the existence of macJi 
unclean and unwholesome preparation 
of food was by no means confined to 
America. 
Even jn London he had 


cpme across tuberculosis germs l>eii:g 
put into sausages, diseased horseflesh 
into potted meat and decomposing ani- 
mal matter Into potted salmon and 
shrimp.

Adanski felt so sure of their ground 
that they challenged the prosecution 
to prove that the pork found in the 
home of their client ever formed part 
of the Fredericks pig. They also du- 
nied the allegation ol th" prosecution 
that the pieces of pork show that tiio 
pig was no" killed by a regular buu-h- 
er, but slaughtered, dressed and cut 
up by bunglers at such work.

on the left side--and 1x1 1-4 inch sit 
the larger end. which was broken off 
at the point ot entrance. 


The stake entered Lanz's chest at 


his lefi nipple.-breaking a rib. It pene- 
trated his left 
lung then his right 


lung. and. finally, parsed through his 
right upper arm behind the hone, pin- 
ning the arm to his body. 


Dr. H. M. Hyland. a distinguished 


surgeon of this city, reported this ex- 
traordinary case at the annual meet- 
ing of the New York State Medical 
Society held in Albany the other day, 
In the paper which Or. Uyland read, 
describing the accident and recovery, 
he said: 


"I present to you the report of a 


case of thorax transfixion, which, 1 
believe, to' be unique in surgical re- 
cords.'' 


Dr. Hylaud introduced Lanz to the 


assembled physicians. Lanz, "a strong 
man rejoicing in his strength," dis- 
played The scars on his chest, but did 
not seem to understand why he was 
the object of such curiosity. 


In liis paper Dr. Hyland-wrote: 
"The case is that of George Lauz. 


of Forestport. N. Y. On June 14, 1906, 
ho was operating an edging machine 
in the lumber .mills of Pullman Bros., 
at Fulton Chain. N. Y. The machin-
